HK people of Germany 

^i are hy the very nature 

<sjJ of things, a people of 

BS3 .the open air, yet, by a 

strange anomaly, The 
Army, which was tmrn in the open 
air, [h, for tlio greater part, debarred 
from demonstrafng in tbe streets of 
the cltlc-fl end towns wherein It oper- 
ates. Si ill, more and more with the 
IMissnKC of li:' e, tbe aims of the 
Organlhjtloii are becommlng better 
undermood. p-d barriers to progress 
are passing uwny. 

In tbe cafes and beer-gardens, 
where tens of thousands sit under the 
trees In friendly con Verne with their 
acquaintances, our German comrades 
are to be seen carrying on their 
work, The "Krlegsruf" Is an Indis- 
pensable adjunct of the average vend- 
er of Army publications In the Father- 
land, where It opens tbe way to many 
an earnest conversation. When the 
utory or the "Krlcgsruf," Is written, 
U will be touud that many oi its vic- 
tories wfll have been won In the 
cafes and beer-gardens of this great 
country.
